O R D E R  

On February 4, 1987, the Commission issued its Order in Case 

No. 9642 approving certain adjustments in rates and providing 

under certain conditions for the further adjustment of such rates 

when the wholesale cost of gas is increased or decreased or a 

refund is received. 

On July 12, 1989, Western Lewis-Rectorville Water and Gas 

District ("Western Lewis") notified the Commission that its 

wholesale cost of gam had been increased by i t 8  supplier, Columbia 

Gas Transmission Corporation ("Transmiseion"), effective August 1, 

1989, and submitted with its notice certain information in 

compliance with ita purchased gas adjustment ("PCA") clause on 

file with this Commiaeion. 

After reviewing the record in this case and being otherwise 

sufficiently advised, the Commission is of the opinion and finds 

that: 

(1) Western Lewis's notice of July 12, 1989 eat out certain 

revisions in rates which Western Lewis proposed to place into 



effect, raid rater being derigned to pars on a wholerale increase 

in price from ita rupplier in the amount of $9,189. Wertern Lewis 

propored a per Mcf increare of 15.60 centr. However, thin amount 

doer not reflect the total increase in the wholesale cost of gas. 
The increare in rotail rater rhould be 15.64 centr per Mcf!. 

(2) Tranrmirrion applied with the Federal Energy Regulatory 

Commission for an increare with an effective date of August 1, 

1989. There rates are rubject to refund! therefore, Western 
Lewir'r rater should be rubject to refund. 

(3) Wertern Lewis'r corrected adjustments in rates under the 

POA provirionr approved by the Commisrion in its Order in Care No. 
9642 d8tod February 4, 1987 aro fair, just, and rearonable and in 

the public interert and should be effective with gar supplied on 

and after AUgU8t 11, 1989, subject to refund. 

IT 18 THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

(1) The rates in the Appendix to this Order, attached hereto 

and incorporated herein, are hereby authorized effective with gas 

ruppliod on and aftor Augurt 11, 1989, rubject to rotund. 

(2) Within 30 day8 of the date of thin Order, Wertern Lewis 

rhall file with thir Commirrion ita revired tariffs setting out 

the rater authorized herein.
